ARTICLE  I. 


0/  the  Name,  Style  and  Title.  , 

This  Lodge  shall  be  known  by  the  name, 
tyle  and  title  of  Harrisburg,  Lodge,  No. 
8,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  of  Pennsylvania. 

It  shall  possess  the  full  power  and  privi- 
3ges  of  a  subordinate  Lodge  so  long  as  it 
ball  act  in  conformity  with  the  warrant 
ranted  to  it  by  the  Grand  Lodge  I.  O.  O.  F. 
f  Pennsylvania.  It  shall  be  composed  of 
rothers  who  have  been  regularly  initiated 
ito  the  my  series  of  the  Order,  or  legally 
dmitted  to  membership  therein.  And  among 
i  objects  shall  be  the  formation  of  a  Fund 
r  the  benefit  of  members,  their  widows  and 
phans,  in  times  of  sickness  and  distress. 

APcTICLE  II. 

Of  Applicants  for  Membership . 

bEC.  1.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  to 
tembership  or  be  initiated  into  the  myster- 
s  of  the  Order  in  this  Lodge,  unless  he  be  a 
rhite  male  of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one 
ears,  of  good  moral  character,  and  believes

posed  in  writing,  and  shall  present  his  with¬ 
drawal  card  or  dismissal  certificate  from  the 
Lodge  of  which  he  was  last  a  member,  ac¬ 
companied  by  one-half  the  admission  fee.  The 
card,  or  certificate  shall  be  referred  to  a  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Three.  Each  member  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  shall  make  careful  investigations  as 
to  the  character,  health  and  fitness  of  the  ap¬ 
plicant  for  membership,  and  report  at  the 
next  stated  meeting,  whereupon  a  ballot 
shall  be  had,  and  if  no  more  than  two  black 
balls  appear  he  shall  be  declared  elected,  and 
if  more  than  two  black  balls  have  been  cast, 
he  shall  be  rejected,  and  the  deposit  fee  shall 
be  returned,  together  with  the  card  or  certi¬ 
ficate,  to  the  brother  proposing  him.  If 
elected,  he  may  forthwith  be  admitted,  and 
shall  pay  the  balance  of  the  admission  fee, 
sign  the  Constitution,  or  authorize  it  to  be 
signed.  Until  the  Constitution  is  signed  no 
brother  shall  be  considered  a  member. 

Sec.  3.  A  candidate  for  initiation  shall  be 
proposed  in  writing  by  a  member  of  this 
Lodge,  who  shall  state  the  name,  age,  ^ 
fession  and  residence  of  the  applicant,  lf 
shall  pay  to  the  Secretary  one-half  the  ini  v 
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tion  fee.  The  proposition  shall  be  referred 
to  a  Committee  of  Three.  Each  member  of 
the  Committee  shall  make  careful  investiga¬ 
tion  as  to  the  health,  character  and  fitness  of 
the  candidate,  and  ascertain  from  himself  if 
he  has  been  proposed  to,  and  rejected  by  any 
other  Lodge  of  this  Order  within  six  months, 
and  they  may  report  at  the  next  stated  meet¬ 
ing,  whereupon  a  ballot  shall  be  taken,  and 
if  not  more  than  one  black  ball  has  been  cast, 
the  candidate  shall  be  declared  elected  to 
membership,  and  shall  be  notified  thereof,  as 
the  By-Laws  direct ;  and  he  shall  receive  the 
Initiatory  Degree  at  the  next  stated  meeting, 
or  at  a  stated  meeting  subsequent  thereto. 
Should  he  not  appear  for  initiation  within  six 
stated  meetings,  unless  satisfactory  cause  for 
absence  is  assigned,  the  deposit  fee  shall  be 
forfeited  and  all  proceeding  annulled.  When 
he  receives  the  Initiatory  Degree  he  shall 
pay  the  balance  of  the  fee,  unless  the  By- 
Laws  shall  provide  that  a  certain  propor¬ 
tion  shall  be  paid  upon  receiving  each  degree. 

Sec.  4.  This  Lodge  may  receive  as  non- 
beneficial  members  such  members  of  defunct 
Lodges  as  were  in  good  standing  in  their  re¬ 
spective  Lodges  at  the  time  of  their  surren¬ 
dering  their  Charters,  who,  by  reason  of  their 
advanced  age,  are  not  acceptable  candidates 
for  beneficial  membership,  in  the  manner 
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and  form  prescribed  in  Section  2,  at  such  fee 
as  may  be  fixed  by  the  By-Laws. 

Non-affiliated  Odd  Fellows,  who  have  been 
regularly  initiated  into  the  Order,  and  who 
have  retained  membership  therein  for  at 
least  five  consecutive  years,  and  who,  at  the 
time  of  making  application  for  re-instate¬ 
ment  or  membership,  shall  be  over  fifty  years 
of  age,  may  be  admitted  to  membership  in 
this  Lodge  as  non-beneficial  members  upon 
such  terms  as  the  By-Laws  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  5.  Such  non-beneficial  members, 
when  so  admitted,  shall  have  no  claim  up¬ 
on  the  Lodge  for  weekly  benefits  in  case  of 
sickness  or  disability,  nor  for  funeral  benefits  in 
the  event  of  death,  unless  the  latter  is  speci¬ 
ally  provided  for  in  the  By-Laws,  but  in  all 
other  respects  shall  enjoy  the  same  privileges 
as  other  members.  The  weekly  dues  for 
such  non-beneficial  members  shall  be  fixed 
by  the  By-Laws,  but  shall  not  be  less  than 
two  cents  per  week. 

Sec.  6.  Should  an  applicant  be  rejected, 
his  proposer  shall  be  notified  thereof,  and  the 
deposit  fee  be  returned  to  him.  Nor  shall  he 
be  eligible  for  membership  within  six  months. 

Sec.  7.  When  a  candidate  for  member¬ 
ship  has  been  rejected,  the  Secretary  shall 
forthwith  notify  the  Grand  Secretary  thereof. 
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ARTICLE  III. 

Admission  Fees. 

The  fee  for  Initiation  shall  not  be  less  than 
five  dollars — that  is  to  say,  for  the  Initiatory 
tand  the  three  degrees. 

The  fee  for  deposit  of  Card  shall  not  be 
Less  than  two  dollars. 

The  fee  for  deposit  of  Dismissal  Certificate 
shall  not  be  less  than  three  dollars. 

The  fee  for  non-beneficial  members  shall 
not  be  less  than  two  dollars. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Withdrawal  and  Visiting  Cards. 

Sec.  1.  Any  member  in  good  standing 
wishing  to  withdraw  from  this  Lodge,  shall 
apply  personally  or  otherwise  in  open  Lodge 
for  a  withdrawal  card,  which  shall  be  granted 
to  him,  by  ballot,  upon  the  payment  of  all 
fines  and  dues  charged  against  him  on  the 
Secretary’s  books,  and  the  price  of  the  card. 

Sec.  2.  Any  member  in  good  standing 
may  apply  personally  or  otherwise,  in  open 
Lodge,  for  a  visiting  card,  which  shall  be 
granted  to  him  for  such  a  time  as  the  Lodge 
shall  determine,  not  exceeding  one  year,  on 
payment  of  all  fines  and  dues  charged  against 
him  on  the  Secretary’s  books,  the  price  of 
the  card,  and  the  weekly  dues  for  the  time 
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the  card  is  granted,  unless  there  he  valid  ob¬ 
jections  made,  which  the  Lodge  shall  deter¬ 
mine. 

Sec.  8.  A  member  of  this  Lodge  having 
a  visiting  card,  shall  be  amenable  to  the 
Lodge  for  any  misconduct,  and  shall  be  ben¬ 
eficial,  if  otherwise  entitled,  for  three  months 
after  the  card  has  expired;  but  shall  be  lia¬ 
ble  to  pay  any  increase  in  dues  or  assess¬ 
ments  made  by  virtue  of  a  change  in  the  By- 
Laws  of  this  Lodge  after  the  issuing  of  the 
card.  In  case  of  decease  within  said  period, 
funeral  benefits  shall  be  paid. 

Sec.  4.  If  the  By-Laws  of  this  Lodge  shall 
provide  that  “no  benefits  shall  be  paid  to  a 
member  for  the  first  week’s  sickness,”  and  it 
shall  issue  a  visiting  card  to  a  member,  the 
Secretary  shall  indorse  on  the  back  of  the 
card  the  following,  viz:  “By  the  By-Laws  of 
the  Lodge  issuing  this  card,  benefits  for  the 
first  week’s  sickness  are  not  paid;”  or  in  case 
the  benefits  are  reduced  after  a  specified  time, 
that  fact  shall  also  be  stated,  and  if  the  en¬ 
dorsement  shall  be  omitted,  this  Lodge  shall 
be  liable  for  such  benefits  as  may  be  paid  by 
any  other  Lodge,  according  to  the  face  of  the 
card. 
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ARTICLE  Y. 

Reinstatement. 

Sec.  1.  A  member  suspended  for  non¬ 
payment  of  dues,  desiring  to  be  reinstated, 
hall  make  application  through  a  member  of 
his  Lodge  to  be  reinstated,  which  application 
hall  be  referred  to  a  Committee  of  Three, 
7hose  duty  it  shall  be  to  investigate  his 
haracter  and  fitness  for  membership,  and 
hall  report  in  writing  to  the  Lodge,  where- 
mon  a  ballot  shall  be  taken,  and  it  a  major- 
ty  of  the  votes  be  favorable,  the  applicant 
hall  be  declared  elected  and  be  reinstated 
ipon  the  payment  of  the  proper  fee. 

Sec.  2.  The  fee  to  reinstate  a  member 
vithin  one  year  after  being  suspended  for 
ion-payment  of  dues  shall  be  the  amount  of 
>ne  year’s  dues.  The  fee  to  reinstate  a  mem- 
)er  after  being  suspended  one  year  for  non- 
)ayment  of  dues  shall  be  the  fee  charged  for 
in  initiate  of  the  same  age,  or  such  less  sum 
is  the  By-Laws  may  prescribe 

Sec.  8.  A  member  suspended  for  non-pay- 
nent  of  dues  who  may  at  any  time  desire  a  dis¬ 
missal  certificate  to  enable  him  to  join  a  Lodge 
n  this  jurisdiction,  may  receive  the  same 
jpon  a  majority  vote  of  the  L<^dge  in  favor  of 
granting  the  certificate  and  the  payment  of 
one  dollar. 
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Sec.  4.  A  member  suspended  for  non-  ! 
payment  of  dues,  after  five  years’  suspension,  e 
desiring  to  join  a  Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction,  p 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  and  the  Lodge  ir 
shall  grant  upon  application  therefor,  a  dis-  r 
missal  certificate  upon  the  receipt  of  one  e

Sec.  5.  A  member  suspended  for  non-pay-  )( 
ment  of  dues,  desiring  to  become  a  member  li 
of  a  Lodge  in  another  jurisdiction  than  this, 
shall  be  granted  a  dismissal  certificate  upon 
application  therefor,  and  the  payment  of  one 
dollar  for  the  same. 

Sec  6.  In  all  cases  where  this  Lodge  has  ? 
refused  to  reinstate  a  member  suspended  for  to 
non-payment  of  dues,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  \' 
receive,  and  the  Lodge  shall  grant  a  dismis-  p 
sal  certificate  upon  application  for  the  same  I 
and  the  receipt  of  one  dollar  therefor.  f 

Sec.  7.  Whenever  an  application  shall  be  1 
in  open  Lodge  for  a  dismissal  certificate  un-  ( 
der  Sections  4,  5  or  6,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Noble  Grand  and  the  Secretary  to  issue  i 
a  certificate  upon  the  payment  of  the  proper  ] 
fee,  without  a  vote  of  the  Lodge,  unless  :

ARTICLE  VI. 

Of  Dues. 

Sec.  1.  Each  member  of  this  Lodge  shall

,e  prescribed  by  the  By-Laws  as  his  dues, 
yhich  in  no  case  shall  be  less  than  ten  cents 
>er  week,  and  such  further  sums  as  the  By  - 
^aws  shall  prescribe,  for  funeral  dues  and 
or  a  Widows’  and  Orphans’  Fund,  or  Home 
or  Aged  and  Indigent  Odd  Fellows,  or 

ither  legitimate  purposes. 

Sec.  2.  Any  member  who  shall  neglect  or 
refuse  to  pay  the  dues  fixed  by  the  By-Laws 
for  the  space  of  twelve  months,  shall  be  noti¬ 
ced  by  the  Secretary  after  which  he  shall  be 
reported  to  the  Lodge,  and  the  INoble  Giand 
shall,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  Lodge, 
thereupon  declare  such  member  suspended 
for  non-payment  of  dues,  a  record  of  whicn 
shall  be  made  by  the  Secretary . 
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*  ARTICLE  VII. 

Benefits. 

Sec.  1.  Every  member  of  this  Lodge  en¬ 
titled  to  benefits  under  this  Constitution,  and 
By-Laws  approved  in  accordance  therewith, 
who,  through  sickness,  or  disability  arising 
from  an  injury,  is  unable  to  follow  his  usual , 
business,  or  some  other  occupation  whereby 
he  may  earn  a  livelihood,  or  a  sum  equal  to 
the  weekly  benefits,  shall  be  entitled  to  such 
sum  as  weekly  benefits  (not  less  than  one  dol¬ 
lar  per  week)  as  the  By-Laws  shall  specify. 
Provided,  That  no  Lodge  shall  pay  a  greater 
sum  per  week  as  benefits  in  proportion  to 
the  amount  charged  for  weekly  dues  than  as 
follows:  For  ten  cents  per  week  dues,  $8.50 
per  week  benefits;  for  eleven  cents  dues, 
$3.75  benefits;  twelve  cents  dues,  $4  00  ben-  | 
efits;  thirteen  cents  dues,  $4.50  benefits;  and 
for  each  additional  one  cent  per  week  dues  i 
over  thirteen  cents  per  week,  fifty  cents  per 
week  additional  benefits  may  be  paid.  Pro-  j 
vided  further,  That  a  Lodge  having  a  pro-  i 
ductive  invested  fund  amounting  to  an  aver¬ 
age  of  $50.00  per  member,  shall  not  be  con-  , 
fined  to  the  rates  of  dues  and  benefits  fixed  in 
the  foregoing  proviso  while  such  investment 
remains  at  such  rate. 

No  member  initiated  into  this  Lodge  after  •: 
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3  first  day  of  July,  1882,  shall  be  entitled 
benefits  until  he  has  received  the  Third 
3gree,  nor  until  such  length  of  time  after 
3eiving  said  degree  as  the  By-Laws  shall 
escribe. 

Sec.  2.  The  Lodge  may  enact  a  law  of  gen- 
al  application  to  pay  no  benefits  for  the 
st  week’s  sickness.  It  may  enact  a  law  ot 
rneral  application  that  benefits  shall  be  re- 
iced  in  amount  after  they  have  been  paid 
r  a  certain  length  of  time,  said  law  to  be- 
ime  operative  to  all  members  alike  at  the 
me  named  therein  subsequent  to  its  adop- 
3n. 

Sec.  3.  Should  a  brother’s  disability  be 
cal  and  apparently  permanent,  but  his  gen- 
•al  health  not  disqualify  him  from  following 
ime  occupation,  he  is  not  entitled  to  benefits 

Eider  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  4.  No  member  is  entitled  to  benefits 
hose  sickness  or  disability  has  been 
msed  by  intemperance  or  immoral  conduct, 
or  whose  disability  results  from  any  infirm- 
y  to  which  he  was  subject  previous  to,  and 
mcealed  at  the  time  of  his  admission  to 
membership  in  this  Lodge. 

Sec.  5.  No  member  who  is  over  thirteen 
reeks  in  arrears  for  dues  is  entitled  to  benefits, 
'uneral  dues,  after  being  charged  as  such 
ver  thirteen  weeks,  are  to  be  added  to  the 
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weekly  dues,  and  to  be  so  charged.  Fines, 
funeral  dues  or  assessments  are  to  be  de¬ 
ducted  from  the  first  money  paid  into  the 
Lodge  by  the  member  after  the  same  has 
been  charged. 

Sec.  6.  Any  brother  who  is  in  arrears  to 
the  Lodge  for  over  thirteen  weeks  when 
taken  sick  or  becoming  disabled,  cannot,  by 
the  payment  of  such  arrearage,  become  enti¬ 
tled  to  benefits  during  the  continuance  of  thal 
sickness  or  disability.  Any^  brother  who  is  in 
good  health,  but  in  arrears  for  over  thirteen 
weeks,  shall  not  be  entitled  to  benefits  for 
such  a  period  as  the  By-Laws  may  prescribe  as  a 
penalty,  after  the  payment  of  the  same  in  full. 

Sec.  7.  In  case  of  the  death  of  a  membei 
in  good  standing,  and  entitled  to  weekly  ben¬ 
efits,  a  funeral  benefit  of  not  less  than  thirty 
dollars,  as  the  By-Laws  shall  specify,  shall 
be  paid  without  dela}^  to  the  widow,  orphans 
or  dependent  relative  of  the  deceased,  to  aid 
in  defraying  the  expenses  of  his  burial. 
Should  the  member  leave  no  such  relative,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Noble  Grand  to  re¬ 
ceive  the  funeral  benefit,  and  to  attend  to  the 
decent  interment  of  the  deceased.  Provided , 
That  if,  in  anyr  case,  it  shall  be  deemed  ad¬ 
visable  for  the  Noble  Grand  to  receive  th^ 
money  and  defray  the  funeral  expenses,  it 
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3  ill  be  lawful  for  him  to  do  so,  and  pay  the 
tj  ance.  ‘if  any;  tb  ih£f  widow,  hi phhn  Or  de- ' 
iiidenf  illative  of  the  deeeaOe<Jd  mte'rnv)ev. ' 
hEC.

(  er  Section  10,  or  to  require  the  taking  of 
•  ae  testimony  as  directed  therein  within  thirty 
jays,  or  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  send  to  the 
i  rand  Master  the  appeal  and  all  the  papers 
>i  the  case  within  thirty  days  after  the  filing 
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of  the  appeal,  in  either  case  it  shall,  upon 
such  complaint  being  made  and  sustained^ 
be  sufficient  cause  for  the  Grand  Master  to 
reverse  the  action  of  the  Lodge,  and  to  di¬ 
rect  it  to  pay  the  benefits  claimed.  Provided, 
That  an  appeal  from  any  such  action  of  the 
Grand  Master  may  be  taken  to  the  Grand!

be  amenable  to  the  Lodge  therefor,  and  shall) 
be  tried  and  punished  by  reprimand,  fine,  sus¬ 
pension  or  expulsion,  as  hereinafter  pro-; 
vided.  s 

Sec.  2.  No  member  shall  be  put  upon  trial  < 
for  any  offence  unless  the  charge  or  charges! 
shall  be  reduced  to  waiting,  which  shall  dis-p 
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QCtly  specify  the  cause  or  causes  of  the  com- 
aint,  ancl  the  time  and  place  of  their  occur- 
nce,  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  furnished  by 
e  Secretary  to  the  member  complained  of. 
t  the  next  stated  meeting  of  the  Lodge,  oc- 
rring  at  least  one  week  after  the  charge 
all  have  been  preferred,  a  Committee  of 
ve  shall  be  appointed,  as  the  By-Laws 
all  provide. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Com- 
ittee  to  examine  the  parties,  their  proofs 
id  witnesses,  giving  the  member  charged 
>tice  and  full  opportunity  to  be  present  at 
e  examination.  The  accused  and  accuser 
all  each  have  a  right  to  be  represented  he¬ 
re  the  Committee  by  a  member  of  the  Or- 
r  in  good  standing.  The  Committee  shall 
ep  a  correct  journal  of  the  proceedings, 
d  shall  also  reduce  the  testimony  taken  to 
ruing,  to  be  signed  by  the  witness.  After 
iving  heard  the  evidence,  the  Committee 
(all  reduce  its  opinion  as  to  the  guilt  or  in- 
i  cence  of  the  person  charged,  on  each 
arge  and  specification,  to  writing,  (to  be 
linly  written  in  ink,)  and  report  the  same, 
aether  with  the  journal  and  the  original 
•timony,  to  the  Lodge  at  its  earliest  stated 
meting. 

Sec.  4.  After  the  presentation  of  the  re- 
rt  of  the  Committee  to  the  Lodge,  the

Sec.  6.  Should  any  member  consider  hin  o 
self  aggrieved  by  the  decision  of  the  Lodg } 
on  the  charges  preferred  against  him,  he  ma 
appeal  at  any  time  within  three  month  h 
The  appeal,  with  the  grounds  thereof,  shall  ifc 
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lrnished  to  the  Lodge,  whereupon  the  ap- 
eal,  together  with  the  journal  of  the  Co  in¬ 
duce,  the  testimony  taken  before  the  Co  in¬ 
duce,  a  copy  of  all  the  Minutes  of  the 
odge  relating  to  the  subject-matter,  shall 
e  certified  forthwith,  by  the  Noble  Grand 
ad  Secretary,  to  the  Most  Worthy  Grand 
faster.  The  appellant  shall  also  furnish  a 
ipy  of  the  appeal,  with  the  proof  of  service 
lereof  upon  the  Lodge  to  the  Grand  Mas- 
n.  Should  the  Lodge  neglect  or  refuse  to 
>rward  the  matter  herein  required  within 
ue  month  from  the  filing  of  the  appeal,  up- 
i  the  complaint  being  made  and  sustained, 
shall  be  sufficient  cause  for  the  Grand 
faster  to  reverse  the  action  of  the  Lodge,

The  Initiatory  Degree  cannot  I 
conferred  upon  a  candidate  except  in  tt 
Lodge  to  which  he  has  been  elected  a  men 
ber.  The  other  degrees  may  be  conferred  i 
sister  Lodges,  or  in  Degree  Lodges,  at  tt

Sec.  4.  When  a  Lodge  confers  all  the  d  j, 
grees  upon  its  own  members,  it  may,  by  di  Q 
pensation  duly  granted  by  the  Grand  Lod£  L

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ight  in  the  month  other  than  the  stated 
eeting  night  for  the  purpose  of  conferring 
ie  three  degrees. 

Sec.  5.  In  case  the  three  degrees  are  con- 
rred  by  a  Degree  Lodge,  there  shall  be  paid 
3t  less  than  twelve  ceffis  for  each  degree  to 
e  Degree  Lodge. 

Sec.  6.  The  fees  to  be  paid  for  the  de- 
•ees,  and  for  conferring  them,  are  included 
.  the  fee  for  Initiation,  as  regulated  by  the 
7-Laws  of  the  Lodge. 

Sec.  7.  Upon  an  application  made  person- 
ly  or  otherwise,  by  a  Past  Officer  who  has 
rved  in  office  a  majority  of  the  nights,  and 
the  end  of  the  term,  or  by  any  one  who 
is  been  elected  to,  and  served  the  balance  of 
a  unexpired  term,  a  certificate  to  receive

1:  d  neither  can  be  changed  without  the  con- 
:nt  of  the  Grand  Lodge  or  the  Board  of

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Laws  shall  prescribe.  The  number  of  third 
degree  members  requisite  to  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  shall 
be  such  as  the  By  Laws  shall  prescribe,  but 
can  in  no  case  be  less  than  five. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

Of  Officers . 

The  elective  officers  of  this  Lodge  shall 
consist  of  a  Noble  Grand,  Vice  Grand  and 
Assistant  Secretary,  who  shall  be  elected 
semi-annually  at  the  last  stated  meetings  in 
the  month  of  March  and  September,  sepa¬ 
rately  by  ballot,  and  by  a  majority  of  the 
votes  polled;  and  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer, 
elected  annually  and  by  a  majority  of  the 
votes  polled;  and  no  vote  shall  be  valid,  oi 
recorded  as  part  of  the  poll  unless  it  be  for  a 
candidate  on  regular  nomination.  The  sub¬ 
ordinate  officers  shall  be  a  Conductor,  War¬ 
den,  Inside  Guardian,  Outside  Guardian, 
Right  and  Left  Scene  Supporters,  and  Righl 
and  Left  Supporters  to  the  Noble  Grand, 
who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Noble  Granc 
on  the  night  of  his  installation;  Right  anc(| 
Left  Supporters  to  the  Vice  Grand,  who  shal  ^ 
be  appointed  by  the  Vice  Grand  on  thn 
night  of  his  installation. 
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ARTICLE  XII. 

Of  the  Noble  Grand . 

Sec.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Noble 
rand  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Lodge, 
reserve  order,  enforce  the  Constitution  and 
y-Laws  of  this  Lodge,  and  of  the  Grand 
odge  of  Pennsylvania.  He  shall  decide  all 
lestions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the 
odge,  act  as  judge  of  all  elections,  and  de- 
are  the  result  to  the  Lodge  He  shall  not 
3  entitled  to  vote  except  on  the  election  of 
ficers,  on  balloting  for  candidates,  and 
hen  the  brothers  are  equally  divided  on 
her  questions,  when  he  shall  have  a  cast- 
g  vote.  He  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the 
reasurer  for  such  money  as  by  a  vote  of  the 
odge  shall  be  ordered  to  be  paid,  receive  or- 
3rs  legally  drawn  for  the  benefit  of  the  sick, 
raw  the  mone}r,  and  cause  the  same  to  be 
lid  to  the  person  in  whose  favor  it  may  be 
rawn  within  three  days  from  the  date  of 
ich  order.  He  shall  appoint  his  subordi- 
ite  officers,  call  special  meetings  when  re- 
lested  by  five  members  in  writing,  open 
id  close  the  Lodge  in  due  form,  enforce  all 
3nalties,  and  perform  all  duties  which  are 
ljoined  by  the  charges  and  regulations  of 
e  Order,  or  that  may  be  directed  by  the 
y-Laws  or  a  resolution  of  the  Lodge. 
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Sec.  2.  He  shall,  on  the  last  night  of  the 
term,  appoint  a  Committee  of  Three  to  audit 
the  accounts  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  a  financial 
and  statistical  report  at  the  next  stated  meet¬ 
ing,  under  such  penalty  as  the  By-Laws  of 
the  Lodge  may  determine. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

Of  the  Vice  Grand. 

It  shall  be  the  dmy  of  the  Vice  Grand  to 
assist  the  Noble  Grand,  and  in  his  absence  to 
preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  Lodge,  appoint 
his  supporters,  and  perform  such  other  duties 
as  are  enjoined  by  the  charges  and  regulations 
of  the  Order,  or  may  be  directed  by  the  By- 
Laws  or  a  resolution  of  the  Lodge. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

Of  the  Secretary. 

Sec.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secre¬ 
tary  to  keep  accurate  Minutes  of  the  proceed¬ 
ings  of  the  Lodge  in  a  book  prepared  for  that 
purpose,  receive  all  moneys  due  to  the  Lodge, 
and  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer,  taking  his 
receipt  therefor,  and  attest  all  orders  or  drafts 
on  the  Treasurer  for  moneys  ordered  to  be 
paid.  He  shall  fill  up  all  certificates,  and 
shall  forward  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  within 
one  week  after  installation,  the  certificate  to 
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ititle  the  Junior  Past  Grand  to  membership 
i  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  annually  the  certifi- 
ite  of  the  election  of  the  representative  of 
le  Lodge  He  shall  have  prepared  for  the 
LStalling  officers  at  their  visit,  for  the  pur- 
3se  of  installation,  a  report  showing  the 
mount  of  money  received,  and  the  amount 
lid  during  the  term  for  benefits,  funerals 
ad  charity,  the  number  of  weeks  sickness 
>r  which  benefits  have  been  paid  during  the 
:rm,  the  number  of  initiations,  admissions 
ad  reinstatements,  the  names  of  members 
ispended  or  expelled,  and  the  number  of 
lembers  on  the  roll,  and  perform  such  other 
uties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  By- 
aws  or  by  resolution  of  this  Lodge.  And  at 
le  expiration  of  his  term  of  office  he  shall 
eliver  to  his  successor  all  books,  papers, 
ouchers  and  keys  belonging  to  his  office, 
[e  shall  receive  for  his  services  such  sum  as 
le  By-Laws  shall  specify. 

Sec.  2.  At  the.  opening  of  the  Lodge  he 
aall  call  the  officers’  roll,  and  mark  thereon 
lose  who  are  present. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  his  duty,  whenever  an 
pplication  shall  be  made  by  card  for  relief 
y  any  Odd  Fellow7  not  belonging  to  this 
odge,  to  indorse  on  the  said  card  the 
mount  of  relief  granted,  (if  any,)  after 
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which  he  shall  address  a  communication  to 
the  Lodge  of  which  said  applicant  was  a 
member,  setting  forth  the  name  of  said  appli¬ 
cant,  and  the  amount  of  relief  granted. 

ARTICLE  XY. 

Assistant  Secretary. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Assistant  Secre¬ 
tary  to  aid  the  Secretary  in  the  performance 
of  his  duties,  supply  his  place  when  absent, 
give  official  notice  to  all  applicants  for  mem¬ 
bership  of  their  election,  notify  the  members 
of  all  special  meetings,  and  perform  such 
other  duties  as  may  be  enjoined  by  the  By- 
Laws  or  a  resolution  of  this  Lodge,  which 
service  shall  entitle  him  to  the  Past  Secreta¬ 
ry’s  degree.  He  shall  receive  for  his  ser¬ 
vices  such  sum  as  the  By-Laws  shall  specify. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

Treasurer . 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  re¬ 
ceive  from  the  Secretary  all  moneys  collected 
by  him,  pay  all  orders  drawn  on  him  by  the 
Noble  Grand  and  attested  by  the  Secretary. 
He  shall  keep  regular  and  correct  accounts  of 
all  money  received  and  paid  by  him,  have  his 
accounts  ready  for  settlement  on  the  night  of 
the  election,  and  shall  at  the  expiration  of 
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is  term  of  office,  deliver  to  his  successor  all 
loneys,  papers  and  vouchers  in  his  hands, 
before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office, 
e  shall  give  such  security  as  the  Lodge  may 
eem  satisfactory. 

ARTICLE  XVII. 

Subordinate  Officers. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Subordinate 
)fficers  to  perform  such  duties  as  are  pre- 
cribed  by  the  charges  and  regulations  of  the 
)rder,  and  such  as  may  be  required  of  them 
>y  the  presiding  officer. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

Vacancies  in  Office. 

A  vacancy  in  any  office,  or  in  the  Board  of 
trustees,  shall  he  filled  at  the  next  stated 
aeeting  after  notice  of  the  same  has  been  re¬ 
ceived  by  the  Lodge,  unless  deferred  by  vote 
*f  the  Lodge.  Any  member  filling  a  vacancy 
mtil  the  end  of  the  term  shall  be  entitled  to 
he  honors  of  the  position. 

ARTICLE  XIX. 

Eligibility  to  Office. 

No  brother  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of 
Tice  Grand,  Secretary,  Assistant  Secretary  or 
treasurer,  until  he  shall  have  served  in 
ome  subordinate  office  one  elective  term, 
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and  have  received  the  first,  second,  third  and 
Rebekah  Degrees;  for  Noble  Grand  until  he 
has  served  for  Vice  Grand  for  one  elective 
term,  and  been  a  member  of  the  Order  one 
year. 

ARTICLE  XX. 

Of  the  By-Laws. 

By-Laws  in  conformity  to  this  Constitution 
may  be  made,  and  from  time  to  time  altered 
and  amended.  Provided ,  They  do  not  con¬ 
travene  the  laws  or  constitution  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  or  the  principles  of 
the  Order,  and  are  approved  by  the  Commit¬ 
tee  on  B}r-Laws,  or  the  Grand"  Lodge. 

ARTICLE  XXI. 

Of  Amendments  to  the  Constitution. 

Sec.  1.  No  alteration  or  amendment  shall 
be  made  to  this  Constitution  except  the  same 
is  proposed  in  writing  at  a  stated  meeting  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  when  il  shall  be  laid  over 
for  consideration  at  the  next  annual  meeting 
at  which  amendments  may  be  considered, 
and  due  notice  sent  to  all  the  subordinate 
Lodges  of  the  proposed  amendment  and  the 
time  for  the  consideration  of  the  same.  When 
any  amendment  is  being  considered  by  the 
Grand  Lodge,  the  same  may  be  amended, 
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rovided  such  amendment  shall  not  materi- 
lly  change  the  substance  of  the  orignal  pro- 
osed  amendment,  after  which,  if  adopted  by 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  Lodges  repre- 
mted  at  the  time  appointed,  it  shall  be  a 
art  of  the  Constitution,  and  not  otherwise, 
rovided  that  amendments  requisite  to  con- 
>rm  to  the  laws  of  the  Sovereign  Grand 
odge  can  be  immediately  acted  upon. 

Sec.  2.  Any  doubt  as  to  the  true  meaning 
f  any  Article  or  Section  of  this  Constitution 
rail  be  submitted  to  the  Grand  Master  dur- 
lg  recess,  or  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  its  de- 
ision,  whose  decision  thereon  shall  be  final 
nd  conclusive. 

ARTICLE  XXII. 

This  Lodge  has  jurisdiction  over  its  finan- 
al  affairs  so  long  as  it  acts  in  obedience  to 
le  provisions  of  its  warrant  or  dispensa- 
on,  and  of  this  Constitution  and  the  laws  of 
le  Order.  But  it  cannot  loan  its  funds  to 
lembers;  nor  can  a  member  be  received  as 
icurify  for  any  other  person  to  whom  its 
mds  may  be  loaned.  Lodge  moneys  are 
trust  funds,”  and  should  be  invested  on 
ortgage  or  public  bonds.  Any  division  of 
Le  funds  of  the  Lodge  is  illegal,  and  must  be 
eated  as  a  breach  of  trust  by  the  Grand 
odge. 
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ARTICLE  XXIII. 

Should  this  Lodge  become  defunct  or  sur¬ 
render  its  Charter,  or  its  Charter  be  declared 
forfeited,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Nobid 
Grand,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Trustees  to 
immediately  deliver  to  the  Grand  Master,  the 
Grand  Secretary  or  to  any  person  authorized 
by  him  to  receive  the  same,  the  Charter  and 
all  books,  papers,  funds  and  property  of  every 
description  belonging  to  the  Lodge  in  then 
or  each  of  their  possession  or  control. 


RULES  OF  ORDER. 


NOBLE  GRAND. 

Rule  1.  The  Noble;Gra»d  shall  preserve  order,  and 
•onounce  the  decision  of  the  Lodge  on  all  subjects  : 
i  shall  decide  questions  of  order  without  debate, 
bject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Lodge  by  any  three  mem* 
rs,  on  which  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more 
an  once.  The  question  shall  be  taken  by  the  Vice 
rand  as  follows:  “Shall  the  decision  of  the  chair 
ind  as  the  judgment  of  the  Lodge?  ” 

Rule  2.  Before  putting  the  question  the  Noble 
rand  shall  ask :  “  Is  the  Lodge  ready  for  the  ques- 
>n?”  If  no  member  rise  to  speak,  he  shall  rise  and 
.t  it  in  the  words  of  the  motion  :  after  he  has  risen, 
>  member  shall  be  permittod  to  speak  upon  it. 
hilst  the  Noble  Grand  is  addressing  the  Lodge,  or 
Ltting  a  question,  silence  shall  be  observed  in  the 
)dge-room. 

Rule  3.  The  Noble  Grand  or  any  member  doubting 
e  decision  of  the  question,  may  call  for  a  division 
the  Lodge,  upon  which  division  those  voting  in 
e  affirmative  shall  rise  and  stand  until  counted, 
ter  which  those  voting  in  the  negative  shall  rise  and 
md  until  counted.  The  W  arden  shall  count  the 
te,  and  report  the  number  to  the  Noble  Grand  as 
ch  is  ascertained. 
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MOTIONS. 

Rule  4.  No  motion  shall  he  subject  to  debate  until 
it  shall  have  been  seconded  and  stated  from  the  chair 
it  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  at  the  request  of  an^ 
two  members.

Any  member  residing  out  of  this 
ity,  who  may  become  sick  or  disabled,  shall 
otify  the  N.  G.,  or  this  Lodge,  during  the 
rst  week  of  his  sickness  or  disability,  unless 
revented  by  the  severity  of  the  same.
